THE INDUSTRIAL REACTION 


Anybody can understand that it is better 
business mining gold at $35 an ounce than at 
$23 an ounce. That is why Colorado and other 
gold-producing states see in the Washington 
decision an assurance of continued and in- 
creased activity in gold-mining operations and 
areas; and why Canadian gold-producing areas 
may rejoice in a like prospect of continued 
demand at the new world price. 

So long as the superstition prevails that 
gold-backed money is for some reason prefer- 
able to money without that backing, gold- 
mining will be a profitable enterprise wherever 
ore can be found that is worth working. The 
prospect is this superstition will last, with wan- 
ing influence, during the life-time of the present 
generation. And if there is any likelihood of it 
fading out sooner, that is good enough reason 
why the miners and mining-districts should 
make hay while the sun shines. 


SUPPRESSION A MENACE 

Tim Buck, shut out of one Ottawa theatre 
which can hold two hundred feople, and an- 
other which can hold more, finally spoke in the 
Coliseum to an audience of three thousand. And 
said nothing more “terrible” than has been 
heard in the House of Commons, and nothing 
very likely to lead his hearers into the com- 
munist party. 

Canada has more to fear from official im- 
becility than from communist orators; the kind 
of imbecility that imagines communism can be 
exterminated if its apostles are forbidden to 
state their views in the open. That sort of 
treatment gained Buck an audience in the 
Dominion capital fifteen times as large as he 
thought he could get in the first instance. 

Where does officialdom get the notion that 
the intelligence of a Canadian audience is in- 
capable of measuring communist doctrine at 
its proper worth, and that the gullible public 
must be shielded from the eloquence of 
Moscow-inspired prophets? Or how does offi- 
cialdom imagine it can thus prevent Canadians 
setiing up a Soviet system if they should ever 
want to do that? 

The only proper, effective or necessary safe- 
guard against the growth of communism is 
freedom of speech. That is why freedom of 
Speech is not permitted in Russia. Russian 
methods of suppression tend to produce Russian 
results, even in Canada. 


OUT OF THE WAY 

Members of the House of Commons gave 
unanimous support to the unemployment insur- 
ance bill, The principle of the measure is 
thereby approved without dissent. Amendments 
may be made on third reading to better accom- 
plish the object, but not to change it, or to 
alter the essential character of the scheme. 

For what it is worth and so far as it will 
go, this partial safeguard against distress in 
future times of unemployment has the sanction 
of parliament, as it no doubt has of the public. 
What it will be worth and how far it will go 
to meet the end in view time will tell, and a 
good deal of time will be required. 

It is not a measure having any important 
bearing on the present unemployment situation. 
Unemployed men cannot come under its pro- 
visions, for even if they are able to pay the 
required dues they have no employers to put 
up dollar for dollar as required. 

Men who are now employed, of the selected 
classes, may come under its provisions, and if 
they lose their jobs after a date six months 
hence will be entitled to draw from the fund. 
It can therefore only have bearing on the con- 
ditions of the present depression period if un- 
employment spreads from next fall onward. 

The present importance of the bill is that 
its passage further clears the deck for the in- 
treduction of the “other ideas” the Prime Min- 
ister says he has for dealing with the unem- 
ployment which now exists. Why it was 
considered necessary to safeguard the future in 
this strictly limited way before tackling the 
problem of present unemployment, has not been 
explained, In any case, the sooner this job is 
finished the sooner the unemployed may find 
out what Mr, Bennett has in mind on their 
behalf. 


MORE "ELEVENTIL- HOUR 
REPENTANCE 

Premier Reid spoke on Monday in the 
debate on the address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne. Interest naturally attaches 
to what he had to say on the subject of debt- 
refunding. 

Western provincial governments and muni- 
cipalities, the Premier advised, should join in 
asking the Dominion Government to take action 
to bring about a refunding of their obligations, 


* 


Which if it means anything means action to 
make provincial and municipal bonds*callable 
forthwith, and thus repayable in cash or re- 
placeable by new bonds carrying lower rates 
of interest. 

At a later stage the Premier said he had 
urged the question of refunding the provincial 
debt upon the Dominion Government, and had 


found it “fully sympathetic” to the idea. Why 
this sympathy was not capitalized and trans- 
lated into action is something the taxpayers 


will want to know. 

If it is true that the Dominion authority is 
“seized with the necessity of something being 
done,” why hasn't it been done or why isn't it 
in process of being done? It is all very well to 
know that Ottawa sympathizes with the Gov- 
ernment and the taxpayers of the province in 
their troubles, but sympathy without works 
does not remove the cause of the grief. 

An attitude of benevolent neutrality on the 
part of the federal Government is no present 
help to the balancing of the provincial budget 
or the easing of the load on the provincial tax- 
payers. No doubt if the western provincial 
governments and municipalities pool their vocal 
efforts they can make a noise loud enough for 
Ottawa to hear—on the eve of a general elec- 
tion. 

But arousing Ottawa's attention and getting 
the immediate relief that is so urgent are two 
entirely different things. Why didn't the happy 
thought of uniting the governments and muni- 
cipalities in one loud demand for relief occur 
to Alberta ministers long ago? It has been 
dinned into their ears from all quarters for two 
years or more. 

Inviting Ottawa's attention to the matter 
now means there can be no refunding of pro- 
vincial or municipal bonds for another year at 
the earliest. It will take time to get the 
provinces and municipalities lined up and 
organized to present their demand. The Dom- 
inion Government, not unreasonably, will want 
time to consider the matter. The prospect, 
amounting to a certainty, is that parliament 
will be prorogued before refunding legislation 
on the projected wholesale scale can be put 
through. After that will come the proceedings 
necessary to make refunding a reality. Per- 
haps a year from now “something” could be 
done. 

What the legislature should demand to know 
is why the interest of the other provincial 
governments in the refunding question is only 
being stirred up on the eve of general elections 
in Alberta, provincial and federal. All that 
can now come of the effort in the present year 
of grace is that penitential pleas may be ad- 
dressed to the Alberta voters to return both 
Governments—and get a reduction in bond 
interest rates sometime.

An Alberta barrister with a reputation 
more for wit than for Bible study refers me 
to 1 Corinthians 6-9 verses for a description of 
our eloquent premier upon the ether. I'd always 
felt that evangelical religion lost its greatest 
evangelist when Mr. Bennett decided for a 
career in law and capitalism, but I'd never 
known before that he was forecasted in the 
Bible. Here are the verses: 

“Now brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I profit 
you, except I shall speak to you either by 
revelation, or by knowledge, or by pro- 
phesying, or by doctrine. 

“And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except they 
give a distinction in the sounds how shall 
it be known what is piped or harped? 

“For if the trumpet shall give an un- 
certain sound, who ‘shall prepare himself 
to the battle. 

“So likewise ye, except ye utter by the 
tongue words easy to be understood, how 
shall it be known what is spoken; for ye 
shall speak into the air.” 

Now I can understand why the theological 
student announced Hebrews 13:8, when the 
hash made its appearance for the third day in 
succession on the dining table at the boarding 
house. 


It must be a sore touch to a certain portly 
gentleman at Ottawa who doesn't appear to 
have followed his own preaching to the mul- 
titude during the hard times to “tighten your 
belts a bit,” to hear Mr. Lloyd George advocate 
reform of the banks. We were told that the 
chief reason for having the new central bank, 
privately owned and controlled was because 
the Bank of England was privately owned and 
controlled. Two directors of the Bank of Eng- 
land were named on our Banking Commission. 
A deputy-governor for the Bank of Canada 
has been “loaned” to Canada by the Bank of 
England. And the very first plank in Mr. 
Lloyd George's platform for monetary reform 
is the public ownership and control of the 
Bank of England. Et tu, Brute! 

Says Lloyd George, after charging the Bank 
of England with losing its head in times of 
stress and making “desperate and costly efforts” 
to keep Britain on the gold standard: 

“The advice and action of the Bank of 
England have been misleading, short- 
sighted, narrow and mischievous. Its cum- 
ulative blunders cost the country during 
twelve years more than would have sufficed 
to put through a bigger scheme than I pro- 
pose of industrial, agricultural and social 
reconstruction.” 


Not more sensational in its way than his 
change from being the advocate of “rugged 
individualism,” “sound money” and “sanctity 
of money contracts” to a pre-election denun- 
ciation of the evils of capitalism, is Premier 
Bennett's recent plea at New York for reci- 
procity with United States. 

In 1911, when reciprocity was offered to 
Canada, Mr. Bennett was one of its most violent 
opponents. If he was not the author of the 
slogan “No truck nor trade with the Yankees,” 
he at least was one of its loudest-lunged an- 
nouncers. Highly emotional, and anxious in 
both phases of his life to gain political power 
by leading the mob, Mr. Bennett is probably 
as sincere in pleading for reciprocity today as 
he was in combatting it twenty-four years ago. 

What a different history western Canada 
would have had today if reciprocity had taken 
place twenty-four years ago. The men who 
stampeded the country with their hate cry of 
“no truck nor trade with the Yankees”— 
whether they raised it in sincerity or as a means 
of scaring the boobocracy to get into power-— 
will never be able to undo the harm they did 
Canada then.

Tuberculosis Requires 


Treatment 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Did you know that at some time in your life 
you have probably been infected with tuber- 
culosis? Practically everyone becomes infected 
with the germs of this disease and some inflam- 
mation follows, which the body is strong 
enough to cure by means of scar tissue, so that 
you may have a slight touch 
of tuberculosis which gets 
well without your knowing 
anything about it. Especially 
those living in crowded cities 
have been exposed to it, but 
of this large number very 
few ever develop the disease 
known as tuberculosis. 

Most people are able to 
resist the infection success- 
fully. The one most likely 
to develop tuberculosis is the 
patient with an undeveloped, flat chest, poor 
breathing habits, who has been living on the 
wrong type of diet and who allows himself to 
become enervated. Tuberculosis does not de- 
velop overnight and there is always a long 
period of enervation and general run down 
condition preceding the actual development of 
the disease. Because the germ does not ordin- 
atily produce a very virulent reaction the 
disease may seem quite mild and usually the 
patient has it for some time before suspecting 
its presence and it will run for several years in 
a sub-acute form, gradually getting worse, pro- 
viding the right treatment is not used. 

There is no disease where it is more unwise 
for the patient to make & diagnosis of his own 
case, especially if he strongly suspects he has 
tuberculosis of the lungs. Many laboratory 
tests and examinations must be made in order 
to accurately diagnose this trouble in its in- 
cipient stages. A skilled doctor can tell with a 
stethoscope and the x-ray whether or not the 
patient has tuberculosis of the lungs. 

If you have gone to your doctor and he has 
told you this is your trouble then you should 
lose no time before beginning the best type of 
treatment. The longer you delay and waste 
time with treatment which does not do any 
good the harder the disease is to cure. One with 
this trouble should be very careful not to infect 
others, using every sanitary precaution. 

The question of a tubercular patient marry- 
ing often comes up in the letters sent in. One 
with this trouble should not marry until he 
has been entirely cured. One who has tubercu- 
losis can usually become perfectly well, and 
there is no reason why he should not marry 
when recovered. 

The factor of climate is not as important as 
it was once thought to be. Mild cases of tuber- 
culosis may be cured in any climate. Serious 
cases need expert care no matter in what 
climate they may live. When a case has pro- 
gressed too far for home care or where suitable 
advice cannot be obtained locally, it is, of 
course, advisable to send the patient to an insti- 
tution, sanitarium, or doctor where he may re- 
ceive the proper attention and care.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: B. M. Y. asks: “What shape of 
belt would be the best for one to wear with a 
floating kidney and should it be worn through 
the night as well as through the day? Is taking 
half a wine-glassful of brandy a day any harm 
to one with a floating kidney?” 

ANSWER: I have attempted to raise floating 
kidneys through the pressure of belts But have 
never been able to do so with any success, al- 
though sometimes the patient feels more com- 
fortable when the belt is worn. Most people 
do not have any symptoms from a floating 
kidney, and the majority of patients examined 
are found to have at least one kidney lower 
than what is considered normal. A floating 
kidney would not be harmed by brandy any 
more than one in normal position: Whether or 
not the stimulation of brandy is good in your 
particular case depends upon many other things 
besides the position of your kidneys. 

QUESTION: F. inquires: “Is there any harm 
in taking the juices of a lemon in the morning 
for its refreshing effect, and then again before 
going to bed? ’ 

ANSWER: There would not be any harm in 
taking the juice of a lemon in the morning or 
before going to bed, providing it is not too close 
to mealtime. 

QUESTION: Mrs. T. inquires; “Is it ever ad- 
visable to use any kind of breadstuff with a 
meal containing either potatoes or meat? 

ANSWER: Genuine wholewheat crackers, or 
muffins may be used in a limited quantity with 
either protein (meat) or starchy food (potatoes) 
by those in good health. This is an exception 
to the general rules regulating the use of pro- 
teins and starches.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1873, Sir John 
A. Macdonald accepted the resig- 
nation of Sir Francis Hincks of 
the finance portfolio. Apart alto- 
gether from the prominent parts 
he had played in Canadian politics 
for 40 years. Hincks is historically 
valuable because it was his choice 
as minister of finance in 1860 that 
definitely swerved Richard Cart- 
wright from any alliance with 
John A. Macdonald. All through 
their lives, and even after Sir 
John’s death, Cartwright never 
got over the preferment of Hincks 
to himself. 

Hincks’ resignation had been 
rumored in the press for some 
days before it was officially an- 
nounced and The Globe, with 
other Liberal papers, asserted that 
he was leaving because of differ- 
ences in the cabinet. But Hincks, 
in his letter accompanying his re- 
signation, wrote to Sir John: 
“You and I can afford to treat

with contempt the gossip of news- 
paper correspondents, but this is 
a suitable occasion for me to state 
that during the term of our poli- 
tical connection you have invari- 
ably treated me with the utmost 
consideration and confidence.” 

There is no doubt that Sir 
Francis was a very sick man, 
but Sir John wrote to a friend in 
London: “I fancy the real cause 
of his reluctance (to remain) is 
that he dislikes the idea of being 
taunted by the Opposition with 
being unable to get a seat in On- 
tario and sitting as a minister for 
such an out of the way place as 
Vancouver Island.” 

Hincks did not die as soon as he 
expected; indeed he lived for 12 
years after resigning for ill health, 
and then succumbed to smallpox, 
being one of the first victims of 
that terrible epidemic which 
swept Montreal in August and 
September, 1885.

Is there, in 
all the animal kingdom, another 
species which so preys upon its 
own kind—throwing temptation 
in his way, trapping him, stand- 
ing around watching him suffer, 
and not only watching, but giv- 
ing every evidence of enjoying 
his misery? 

We've always known we were 
ghoulish and inhuman, but since 
they did away with public exe- 
cutions, when the aristocracy 
paid fabulous prices for ring- 
side seats, we have somewhat 
masked our ghoulishness. Now, 
however, in the Hauptmann trial, 


we take it out and wave it around 
for all to see. Illustrated in a re- 
cent newspaper, was a miniature 
model of the famous ladder, 
which is offered for sale, and (to 
our shame be it said) being 
eagerly bought as a souvenir of 
the trial. The sight of that illu- 
stration turned me sick—at heart, 
and in other regions of my anat- 
omy. How much further will this 
morbid, unwholesome sensation- 
alism go? One would feel no 
surprise if pocket-size models of 
the dead baby’s skull with the 
death- wound prominently 
marked, were next placed upon 
the souvenir markets of New 
Jersy. 

I incurred the displeasure of a 
staunchly orthodox Christian 
friend by expressing sorrow for 
the Hauptmanns. She told me, 
coldly, that she thought I could 
find more worthy objects for my 
sympathy, It seems that the 
Lindbergs are the only ones de- 
serving of pity in this case, but, 
after all, are not both families 
victims of the inhuman system 
under which we live? Lindberg’s 
great wealth attracted the guilty 
person, whoever he was. Even if 
Hauptmann is guilty is he not to 
be pitied? How could it be pos- 
sible that a man—nay, only a 
man-child~—should spend years in 
the hideous business of killing, 
and feel, ever again, the old re- 
gard for human life? If he is not 
guilty (and I, for one, am far 
from convinced, by the evidence, 
that he is), he is still a terribly 
pitiful figure. And his wife! The 
tragedy in her pictured face 
hurts! 

Kathleen Norris has written 
in her own beautiful, understand- 
ing way about the case, but in 
one article I thought she some-, 
what missed the point. It was 
when she said something to the 
effect that this trial is being held 
so that all babies may be safe 
when they are tucked into their 
warm cosy beds and kissed good- 
night by their fond parents. Ah! 
No! I'm afraid it isn’t as simple 
as all that. Whether Bruno 
Hauptmann goes to the electric 
chair or not, as longy ss men are 
over-rich, their children will 
know no safety. Someone has 
said, “It's good to have money 
and the things money ‘can buy, 
but it's good to check up once in 
a while, and make sure that we 
haven't lost the things money 
can't buy.” There is much evi- 
dence that the world at large has 
lost many of the things money 
can't buy. 

Edwin Markham says, “We 
have committed the Golden Rule 
to memory; let us now commit it 
to life. We have preached Broth- 
erhood for centuries; we now 
need to find a material basis for 
brotherhood, Government’ must 
be made the organ of fraternity

VICTORIA, Feb. 21—Recipi- 
ents of Mothers’ Pensions will 
have their allowances increased 
by a small amount, it was stated 
in the British Columbia legisla- 
ture Wednesday by Mrs. Paul 
Smith (Lib, Vancouver-Bur- 
rard). It will be the first step 
in an upward scale and will be 
put into effect during the next 
six months, she said. The gov- 
ernment had also decided that 
mothers with only one child 
should be eligible for pensions. 
Although the act provided for 
such eligibility the practice for 
years had been to exclude them 
from benefits.

Posture really is a most import- 
ant factor in figure beauty. For 
perfect posture can often overcome 
the bad points of a poor figure, 
while poor posture can diminish 
the loveliness of even a perfectly 
roportioned figure.

And 
that reason is that proper bearing 
lessens the liability of excess flesh 
accumulating on the body, Good 
posture permits the lungs to fill 
freely and copiously with fresh air, 
thus insuring the body a generous 
supply of oxygen. And oxygen 
tends to break down fat and build 
up firm flesh in iis stead. Good pos- 
ture also keeps the circulation in 
the body brisk. And a brisk cir- 
culation is almost a reducing agent 
in itself. It carries off waste mat- 
erials, keeps the tissues active, and 
makes it impossible for fat to ac- 
cumulate. So any girl who wishes 
to obtain the best results from a 
reducing routine should first see to 
it that her posture is always per- 
fect. 

Posture also has a good deal to 
do with the apparent symmetry of 
a gal's silhouette. Sagging, droop- 
ing or hunched shoulders are most 
destructive to figure loveliness.

Speaking to his report, Dr, Jen- 
kins said the revised wage scale 
meant a saving of $25 a week to his 
department. 


NO CUT IN 5 YEARS 


Speaking for the Civic union, of 
which health department employees 
are members, Fred Mitchell declar- 
ed salaries of health inspectors 
were the lowest of all civic inspec- 
tors. 

Picking up his copy of the salary 
report, the mayor wondered why 
no reductions had been made in 
departmental pay during the last 
five years and yet the new scale 
showed at least two increases. No 
reductions had been given when 
the Labor council was in power, he 
remarked. 

Aldermen were not elected to act 
in the capacity of “wet nurses,” re- 
plied Ald. Findlay. 

It was the opinion of Dr. Jenkins 
that both city commissioners should 
sit with the board when the salary 
Question was being considered. 

When a board was appointed to 
carry out certain duties it should 
be permitted to function. “I'm not 
going to evade my responsibilities 
by passing them over to the com- 
missioners,” declared Ald. Findlay. 

“This board should show that it 
is co-operating with the city along 
with other spending boards,” stated 
Mayor Clarke, adding the head of 
the library board had 
him this particular branch of the 
civic service could look after its 
own affairs without interference 
from the mayor. 

“The health of the citizens can’t 
be left to the whims of those elect- 
ed every year,” opined Ald. Find- 
lay. He then moved that the salary
